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rE ,HE infidelity, now prevailing in 
Rd EY the world, is arrived to fuch a 

wel) Y, dreadful pitch, that it has begun 
to ftrike at natural religion, and cal! 
in queftion fome of its prime and 
fundamental principles. It is no 
uncommon thing, not only to hea: 
Chr iftianity expoted and ridiculed, 
but even doétrines that are eflen- 
tial to all religion in generals as 
thofe of the divine providence, the immateriality of our 
fouls, and the freedom of our wills. As it is the duty 
of every one to endeavour to ftegn the torrent, when we 
are threatened with that horrible inundation of impiety 
and prophanenefs, which fach an infidelity as this mutt 
ever be accompanied with ; I fhall make no excute to my 
yeaders for dehiring their attention at this time to a very 
important and ferious fubjeét ; that of an all-governing 
and all-preferving providence; which I fhall vindicate 
from an objection too commonly thought to affect ic. It 
is this, that every thing, which is done in the world, 
may be fairly accounted for, from the operations and ef 
feéts of natural caufee; or from the common and ordinary 
courfe of nature; there being no vifible interpofition of 
g fuperior power, and confequently no fufficient evidence 
of a divine providential government. It is not my In- 
tention at prefent to attack the premifes in this argument, 
but the conclufion defigned to be drawn from its in do- 
ing which, I fhall evince the certainty of a providence 
from the grounds of that very obje¢tion, which is in- 
tended to overthrow it. 


That there is a providence, is not only as clear, but as 
neceflary a truth, as thatthere isa God. There is {uch a 
connexion betwixt them, that the fuppofition of the one 
is a neceflary implication of the other. It may not 
therefore be improper to enquire into the grounds of our 
belief of a God, that we may the better fee how necef- 
farily that belief infers the belief of a providence. 

That fomething has exifted from eternity, is as certain 
as that any thing now exiltsin time. For things now 
exifling, have either exiited eternally ; or were brough: 
into being by iome thing which had exiited eternally 5 
or were the caufe of their own exillence. To fuppole 
any thing a caufe of itlelf is nonfente, too grols and pal- 

able, to need the leait thing to be faid in contutation of 
i To fuppofe every thing to have exifled from ettr- 
nity, isto juppofe every thing to have an independent 
exillence 5 to fuppofe it felt-fufficient, able to preterve it- 
felf always in being, and to need nothing to uphold and 
fupport it. But fuch a fuppofition is contrary to the itate 
and condition we find ourfelves to be ins which 1s nothing 
elfe but that of the greateft impotence and weaknets, 
and the utmoft dependence. It is contrary to the ttate 
and condition we find every thing to be in, that we are 
acquainted with ; every thing that we have any know- 
ledge or experience of, and every thing that our fenfes 
reprefent to us ; on all which are infcribed the plainett 
marks and characters of natural weaknefs, inability, and 
infufficiency. If then all the things, that fall within 
our obfervation, have thefe maiks of weaknefs and depen- 
dence upon them ; as this implies they were once brought 
into being by fomething elle, ittelf independent, and con- 
fequently eternal; fo it as plainly implies, that they are 
now prelerved in being by the fame power, which firtt 
created them. And thus I am brought to confider the 
neceflity of a divine providence, for the fupport and pre- 
fervation of every thing; the continuing of exiftence being 
as much the act ofa divine power, as the conferring of it. 

If God firft gave all things their exiftence, and conie- 
quently all their virtues, powers, and qualities ; it fol- 
lows, that nothing can poflibly continue in exiftence, 
nothing can poflibly operate of itfelf, or retain any one 
Power or quality, but as it is upheld and conitantly fup- 
ported by the fame power, which firit produced it, and gave 
It its feveral powers and qualities. Was God Almighty 
to withdraw his fuftaining hand, but for one moment, 
the whole crea:ion would immediately vanith, and re- 

pfe into its primitive nothing. Was he not to actuate 
and inform every thing with his divine exergy and ope- 
Fation, every thing would immediately lofe its being, and 

€ no more able to exift, or act of itielf, than we fhould 
to fee without light, or to breathe witirout air. 

To whatever any thing owes its being, with thofe 
PoWers or properties with which it is endowed, it mutt 
OWe the continuance of its being, powers, and proper. 






cies. For deriving nothing from itfe’f, it can neither ex- 
itt, nor do any thing of itfelf. The having received ex- 
iitence implies no power to exiit, and act independently, 
and at its own pleafure ; but implies that it is as neceflary 
to have its exiftence continued by the author of its exi- 
ftence, as it was neceflary that, in order to its exiltence, 
it fhould have a cau‘e of its exiftence. Every creature 
from the firit moment of its exiftence, is ina flate of the 
greateft dependence. For take away its relation to, and 
dependence on, its caufe, the confequence will be una- 
voidable, that its exiltence ceafes. For its exiltence being 
intirely the effect of the power of that caufe, which pro- 
duced it ; imagine but that povrer to ceafe its ation and 
Operation upon it, the effeét as naturally ceafes upon the 
ceflation ofthe power that now preferves it, as it was 
produced at firlt by the a¢tion and operation of the pow- 
er that made it. 

It will now be very eafy to fhew, from what has been 
obferved, the vanity and weaknefs cf the argument be- 
forementioned, that is fo commonly thought to affect 
the dottrine of providence; the argument pretending 
there is no fufficient evidence of a fuperior power 
breaking in upon the common courfe of nature, which 
is obferved to be ever regular and uniform, and fuflicient 
of ittelf to account for every thing that happens in the 
world. Not to enter here into the cafe of miracles, tho’ 
I think it as clear a one, that there have been, and may 
be, numberlefs miracles, as any need be, that has a fuffi- 
cient evidence in it for the conviction of a reafonable 
man ; I fhall thew, that this argument is fo far from be- 
ing conclufive forthe purpofe it was brought, that, inflead 
of making againft the doctrine of providence, it greatly 
fupports and confirms it. For if natural caufes cannot 
act of themfelves, but owe all their powers and energies 
to God, who is the author of them, and is always ope- 
rating in them, and by them; then the want of a frequent 
divine interpofition, and our not feeing an over-ruling 
power, contradicting the eftablifhed order, laws, and ope- 
rations of natural caufes, is fo far from being a proof, 
that there is no providence, that it is one of the ftrongett 
arguments in the world that there is one. For if it is God 


| that aéts in natural caufes ; or if natural caufes cannot att 


without him ; it is of no confequence, as to the doctrine 
of providence, to enquire whether he ever acts without 
them, orcontrary tothem. It being as much the aét of 
providence to proceed regularly and uniformly according 
to ftated laws and rules of its own, as it is to break in 
upor thofe rules, either by ftopping the ufual effects ot 
natural caufes, or producing fome extraordinary ettedts 
without them. Was every man’s reafon in its right flate, 
he would as certainly difcern the footfteps of providence, 
when walking in its own regular and ordinary paths, as 
when it deviated and itruck out into what was extraor- 
dinary and fupernatural, There is nothing but furprize, 
occafioned by the uncommonnefs of the thing, which can 
make us more affected in the one cafe than the other. 
But a thing being uncommon and {furprizing, carries in 
itno greater evidence to our reafon, however it may 
work upon our paffions, than its being common and un- 
affecting. Were we, in this cafe of providence, to draw 
diitin&t conclufions from what is miraculous, and what is 
common 3 we fhould have greater reafon to conclude for 
a providence from what is regular, conitant, and uniform, 
than from a few tranfient, irregular, and extraordinary 
inftances. For it being no greater an inilance of power 
to act contrary to nature, than to att by it, it being the 
fame power in both ; we fhould conclude more flrongly 
for the being of fuch a power, from conitant and num- 
berlefs effects of it in the ordinary way, than froma few 
irregular effects of it in the extraordinary. So that the 
re ae of a divine providence is fo far from being weak- 
ened by the fuppofition of a conftant regularity and uni- 
formity, obfervable in the actions and operations of natu- 
ral caufes, that itis mightily ilrengthened and {upported 
by it; and nothing but an evil and perverfe heart, an 
irregular and diitorted underftanding, could betray men 
into fuch perfuafions, and make them draw fuch conclu- 
fions, as are as contrary to all the principles of juft reafon- 
ing, as, it is to be feared, their lives are to the dictates 
of a reafonable nature. 

To the reafoning that has here been made ufe of, noi 
the leaft obje€tion can be brought from any objections that 
can be raifed againft any particular appointments or ad- 
miniftrations of providence : for when it is once proved 
@ priori, as the {chools fpeak, that there muit be a pro- 








vidence, any pretended arguments @ po/ferieri, that there | 


be 
is none, are of no force. Whatever has been or a Me 
urged of this kind concludes no more than this, tha — 
have not the whole fcheme of providence before ve 7 
are ignorant of many of its difpenfations. a et on 
our ignorance of many unfathomable depths of a = 
and myfterious providence, is any jult ground for a n- 
clufion, that there is none, I leave to every one to ju ses 
and defire thofe particularly to confider, whofe low see $ 
and exceptions again{t this doétrine, are probably, rather 
owing to their vain, fecret wifhes, that there was - 
providence, than to any real, appearing evidence, ¢ at 
there is none. There is evidence enough @ piffrriori, 
that there is a providence; evidence enough in many of 
its adminiftrations to ground a firm belief, and to excite 
an awful adoration of it. What is ob{cure in providence, 
makes it a virtue in us to believe it; what is plain, makes 
it impious to deny it. As men are differently difpofed 
in their hearts, to believe or rejeft it, they will make a 
good or bad ufe of the obfervations they make upon it. 
An atheittic difpofition chiefly regards the cloudy and 
myilterious parts of providence: a virtuous and humbie 
mind attends to both what is plain and ob.cure 5 confirms 
ing its faith by viewing the one, and heightening its de- 
votion and reverence by meditating on the other,
